One of the official mis- 
conduct counts charges that the of- 
ficers did in fact fail to report these 
events even though they had a legal 
duty to do so. These complaints 
specifically allege that the officers 
failed to report the attempt to arrest 
individuals engaged in illegal activ- 
ity, the firing of a weapon by New- 
ark Police and the circumstances 
surrounding the wounding of 
Howard Caesar. 

The other official misconduct 


| chargealleges that the officers made 


oral or written reports knowing that 
such reports contained false state- 
ments and/or material omissions 
which made the statements false 
and misleading.
